Attorneys Will Seek to Advance New 
Constitution Case. 
Indianapolis. Nov. 13. — The appeal 
in the Governor Marshall constitution 
case, in which the state board of elec­ 
tion commissioners was enjoined by 
Judge R em ster in the Marion circuit 
court some weeks ago from certifying 
the proposed basic law to a vote a t the 
next general election, has reached the 
Indiana supreme court, and the attor­ 
neys In the case will make an effort 
to have it advanced so as to have a 
final decision in time to determ ine 
w hether it may be subm itted a t the 
next election. 


Pekin, Nov. 13.—The recent panic 
has abated somewhat, following the 
failure of the threatened rebel ad­ 
vance.

Li 
Yuan Heng seemingly is willing to 
discuss a compromise with a view to 
stopping the fighting, but his col­ 
leagues differ with him. 
Other reports state that LI might 
be induced to agree to the republican- j 
izing of the country southward from 
the Yangtsekiang, allowing Manchuria 
and Peechili to remain monarchical if j 
the other provinces were left free to I 
choose their own governments.

empire. 
Cheng Shao Tseng and the 
L&nchow army are also reported to be 
averse to the division.

A dark room 
is 
essential. 
The 
darker the room the better the result. 
Make the room large enough to con­ 
veniently handle your work. You will 
require several egg cases for differ­ 
ent grades and should have room for 
several cases so that you 
do 
not 
have to go in and out of the room all 
the time. Eight feet square is not too 
large a space to 
accommodate one 
man, giving room for the workbench 
and cases. 
If it is not convenient to 
arrange a permanent room for this 
work a very good way is to make 
temporary partitions of black cam­ 
bric. This can be done either by run­ 
ning the cambric on wire or tacking 
it to a wooden framework. 
The vvork-bench along one side of 
the room should be about twenty-four 
inches high, more or fess according to 
the height 
of 
the 
workman. 
This 
workbench should be about as wide 
as an egg case is long so that several 
cases can be set side by side on the 
bench, tho workman facing the ends 
of the cases. 
The light 
should 
be 
placed about six inches above the 
egg cases, which are on the bench, 
and just over the partition in the egg 
case. 
Do not place the light opposite the 
eye. as the glare will blind the work­ 
man whenever the 
eggs 
are 
taken 
from in front of the light. 
The light 
should be eight to twelve inches be­ 
low the level of the eye, so that the 
workman may look down upon the 
eggs which he is holding before the 
light. 
One can readily distinguish a rot­ 
ten egg from a strictly 
fresh 
egg. 
These are the two extremes. 
Strictly fresh egg<, when held be­ 
fore the light will present a uniformly 
clear, pink to yellow appearance, tile 
light showing through the egg. 
Rots—Egg< whieh are entirely de­ 
composed or rotten will present an 
absolutely black appearance, no light 
showing through the egg. 
This class 
of eggs can be distinguished at a 


glance. It is the intermediate grades 
that require time, study and c*xperi- 
enee 
to 
properly 
classify. 
These 
grades are as follows: 
Spots—These are eggs which are 
just beginning to decay and will show 
a black >j»ot *>f variable size, accord­ 
ing to the stage of decompt -idon. 
Shrunken—These 
are 
old 
eggs, 
which have been carried in a re aso n ­ 
ably cool temperature so that they 
have not decayed, but 
have merely 
become shrunken by partial evapora 
tion of the moisture. 
The shrunken 
part will 
always be detected iii the 
large end of the egg. 
For this rea­ 
son eggs are always held before the 
light with the big end up. 
The age 
of the egg can be approximately told 
by the extent of the air space which 
has developed iii the big end of the 
egg. 
Strictly fresh eggs are full and 
show no air space. 
This air space 
will lie found to vary 
from 
one- 
eighth to three-fourths of an inch ac­ 
cording to the age and temperature 
iii whieh it has been held. 
Shrunken 
eggs are mostly found in the fall and 
winter when eggs are 
put on the 
market which have liven held for ad­ 
vancing prices. 
Watery-—Hot weather 
causes the 
'white of the egg to become very thin 
and watery. 
The watery condition 
develops iii hot weather in contrast 
to the shrunken space in cool weath­ 
er. This watery condition will be no­ 
ticed by turning the egg quickly back 
and forth to detect this watery con­ 
dition and get a more complete view 
from looking only at one surface. 
Blood Streaked— Eggs which have 
been left in the hot sun for a time 
will develop streaks of blood. 
These 
are partially hatched eggs and are 
knmvn as sun hatched. 
Eggs which 


have* been in an incubator and have 


not hatched will also show somewhat 
similar appearance.

What Becomes of Vast Volume 
Of Copper Pennies Turned Out? 


over where all the pins go to, but the 
penny problem is one which seems 
even moe baffling. 
One does not thowpennies. about as 
he i.r site does pinss and despite the 
admonition to “see a pin pick ii up,” 
many ae passed by where steps will be 
taken to gather in a penny found ly­ 
ing 
about. Even the government 
coinage experts do not give a satisfac 


tory answer to the problem. 
They 
give the following easons for the dis­ 
appearance of the coppers—falling 
through cracks into holes and dark 
places; 
used in various 
arts 
and 
crafts; locked up for years in child­ 
ren’s banks, etc., but these explana­ 
tions do not seem satisfactory when 
the number of new pennies 
coined 
each year is taken into consideration. 


What becomes of the vast volume 
of copper pennies thai are turned out 
each year by the government/ They 
are never called in and redeemed like 
some kinds of currency and coins, 
but they seem to disappear as fast 
as they are stamped and put in circu­ 
lation. 
It is unusual if the date on any of 
the pennies in a man’s purse at the 
.end of the day is over ten years back, 
yet 
the 
Philadelphia 
mint, 
which 
coins all the copper pennies, sends 
out iu some years as many as $1,- 
000,OOO worth of them to the trade 
centers— 100.000.000, 1-cent 
pieces. 
If laid flat to edge, in a row they 
would reach more than one thousand 
miles. 
And still there are some sec­ 
tions of the country wnere the penny 
is little known. 
Iii many of the mountain districts 
of the south the ‘‘York shilling,” 12% 
cents, is still spoken of in trade, but 
no one ever hears the 1-eent piece 
mentioned. 
In many 
towns in 
the 
south and west the tradesmen offer 
nothing for a penny, a 5-eent pur­ 
chase is the smallest 
that can 
be 
made. 
But of late there have been 
more demands for pennies from the 
west, and the government 
experts 
have increased frugality. 
Iii the east, the chief use of the 
penny, outside of filling the child’s 
bank and buying the morning paper, 
is for the purchase of chewing gum 
and 1-cent candies. 
This is a habit 
which is increasing in New York city 
every year. 
All the railroad and 
ferry terminals and the subway and 
elevated 
stations 
are 
lined 
with 


I 
I penny-in-the-slot machines, and they 
.reap an enormous harvest every day. 


So accustomed has the public become 
to their use that many of the more 


important stations and waiting rooms 
have as many as a dozen of these 
machines, which have to be emptied 
at least once a week. 
Many a staid New’ \o rk e r found 
himself asking the ticket seller in the 
subway or elevated for 
pennies 
iii 
change for his dime in order to pa­ 
tronize one of the machines. Some­ 
times they do not work, and he in­ 
wardly swears that he will give up 
the habit, but next day lie is pretty 
sure t * he at it again if* he has a 
penny in his pocket. 
The increase iu 
the 
number 
of 
penny-in-the slot phonographs and 
moving-picture 
machines 
in 
New 
York in the last few years shows an­ 
other way to which the public has 
taken to get rid of its pennies. 
M any 
of these machines are now appearing 
in ferry terminals anti railroad sta ­ 
tions. and “emporiums” are now open 
in many of the cities iii which there 
are scores of these machines, 
with 
young women carrying rolls of pen­ 
nies passing to and fro to make the 
required change. 
I nele Sam takes in many pennies 
tor stamps A irp o s t cards, and many 
of them flow into the contribution box 
in the churches and religious socie­ 
ties. But all these ways in which the 
penny is put to use does not explain 
where they eventually go

makes them disappear in such vast

Owns Newspaper Published 
Before Revolutionary War 


Dr. J. B. Blair of Lewisville pos­ 
sesses two newspapers 
which 
are 
published in the United States years 
before the 
Revolutionary war, and 
though the sheets are now colored 
with age, they are legible, and very 
interesting. 
Mr. Blair 
could 
com­ 
mand a handsome price for either of 
the two sheets, but being heirlooms iii 
the family, they are not to be dis­ 
posed of at any piree. 
The New England Weekly Journal 
published at Boston, and dated Mon­ 
day, April 8, 1728, is the older of the 
newspapers. 
It is a single 
sheet 
about ten by fifte’en inches 
iii 
size, 
printed on both sides in a letter much 
similar to 
the 
modern 
newspaper 
face. 
It -tells of the arrival in Bos­ 
ton of the Duchess of Kendall and 
the Countess of Walfingham, 
from 
Aix la Chapelle; 
of the death of Sir 
Gilbert Heathcote, a director of the 
East India Co., which was largely in­ 
strumental in inducing immigration to 
this country; of an 
English 
officer 
having his pocket picked to the ex­ 
tent of 200 pounds, or almost $1,000 
of our money; of the Earl cf Pom­ 
fret being appointed Master of the 
Horse to tile Queen: of a plague then 
prevalent 
in 
Amsterdam, 
Holland, 
which was causing the death of more 
than 700 persons each week; of a 
violent storm 
near 
Naples, 
Italy, 
out of a village harboring 500 souls, 
only six escaped death; of a corn 
famine then prevalent, when corn sold 
ut two dollars per bushel; 
of 500 
horsemen swooping down upon the 


Boston ports, armed with clubs, and 
stealing away many bushels of corn 
to feed 
starving relatives. 
Church 
notices were then 
paid 
advertise­ 
ments. 
The sermon for the follow­ 
ing Sabbath were to be on the follow­ 
ing topics: “The Danger of Falling 
Away After a T rofession is Made.” 
and “The History of 
the Rise, 
In­ 
crease and Progress or the Christian 
People.” 
The Journal tells also that 
Nath. Pigott was due 
to 
open 
a 
school for the instruction of negroes, 
and asks servant 
owners 
to 
send 
children of said servants to Mr. Pie*- 
ott for instruction in reading, cate­ 
ring, and if desired, writing. 
Arthur Savage, a Boston grocer, 
advertised choice new coffee 
at 8 
shillings per pound a price equal to 
about $1.84 in our twentieth century 
money. The publisher of the paper 
offered for sale “A very likely negro 
woman who can do household work 
and is fit for either town or country 
service” and “A very likely negro 
girl. 13 years of age. who 
speaks 


good English, and has been in this 
country some years.”
